Analyzing Hie statistics of deaf- 
mutes iu Hie country, presented by 
be census bulletin issued today, 
one is drawn inevitably to Hie 
Conclusion Dial Hie higher and 
further one gels from the more 
populous seolions of Hie United 
States, Hie less liable lie is lo he a 
deaf-mute. 

Another thing that the analysis 
makes apparent is that deafness 
and deaf-mutes decrease as civiliza¬ 
tion advances. Iu fact, the census 
ulletiu declares that s'atisties in 
he more advanced countries for 
some lime have been showing a 
lecrease iu the ratio of deaf-mutes 
the population, since (here has 
been a gradual reduction aud pro- 
lessivuly more skilled treatment 
f certain diseases, especially those 
liseases of ohiklren which fre¬ 
quently cause deafness. 

Applying this finding, one 
observes that in the east North 
Central States of the country there 
aie more deaf mutes enumerated 
ban Iu any oilier geographic 
livisiou, with 602 per million 
persons in that section. On the 
other hand, iu the Pacific Coast 
Slates there aieonly 367deaf-mutes 
per million persons, while in the 
Mountain States the number is 
brought, down to the lowest In the 
country, 363 per million persons, 
lie Pacific Coast standing second. 

Porportion.tiely, there are more 
deaf mutes in Wisconsin than in 
any other state, the number there 
being 641 per milliou, while Wyom¬ 
ing has the least, the rate there be¬ 
ing 185 per million 

In Hie State of Washinetou there 
are 566 deaf mutes, or a rale of 417 
per millioni in Oregon 344, or al 
he rate of 439 per inilliou, aud iu 
California, 1,135, or at the rate of 
331 per million. 

As against 44,708 deaf-mutes 
found in Hie country by jjie census 
of 1910, 44,885 were found in 1920, 
although the genet i| population 
had iucreasd at a much larger rate. 
Iu other words, deafness is deoreas 
ing, for while there was one deaf 
mute for every 2,060 persons in 
1910, there was only one for every 
2,350 of general population in 1920. 

Deafness is more prevalent 
among males than among females, 
for there are in Ihe schedules ap¬ 
proximately six males to every five 
females.

Its capital City Reykjavik, has 
about 18.000 population, aud com¬ 
pares well in “up-to-date” appear¬ 
ances with any American city of its 
size. The streets ate full of 
“Fords” (*. e., the Main streets) 
aud of well dressed men and women. 
Iceland has had a prohibition law 
for some years, and the people in the 
country and city show it in their 
thrifty homes, well paved streets, 
and handsome store windows. The 
country has long been uiade rich by 
its codfish, of which twenty-five mil¬ 
lion dollars worth are exported 
every year, Spaiu alone has been 
taking five million dollars wotth, and 
twenty million dollars worth toother 
Buropeau countries. The fish are 
split open, cleaned, salted and dried, 
then packed ready for export. The 
fish are brought from around 
the coast by sturdy captaius and 
large fishing vessels A great 
industry. Matty other kinds of fish 
are caught and largely used by the 
inhabitants, and kept for food 
during the hard winters, alsoexport- 
as cheaper food for other coun¬ 
tries. 

There is no illiteracy in Iceland, 
city and country. School children 
are to lie seen on Abe streets with 
their hooks going to school. 

The Icelanders are a remarkable 
people. A wonderful country. So 
far in the northern latitude, also like 
the Scandinavian race generally, a 
ery moral and virtuous people and 
Nation. During this last year or 
two, Iceland has met with a great 
political antagonism from Spaiu. 
The Spauish Government has recent¬ 
ly been legislating against Iceland, 
because they are taking too little of 
Spauish wines in exchauge for fish. 
They demand Iceland to repeal her 
Prohibition Law, or forfeit all Span¬ 
ish trade. To lose Spain's five 
inilliou dollars fish trade would be a 
servere (blow to Iceland; hence, Ice¬ 
land is between two fiuaucial dilem¬ 
mas. If they repeal their Prohibi¬ 
tion Laws and throw open the gates 
to strong Spanish wine, they de¬ 
moralize their own people, but if they 
do not accept Spain's cruel dictum, 
the financial losses will tend to ruin 
many of their merchants. 

Also the ship masters and owners, 
and entail more or less poverty upon 
the inhabitants, who are now almost 
free from privation or consequent 
proverty. ' 

Iceland has asked the Government 
of our United States to intercede 
with Spain to withdraw their drastic 
legislation against Iceland, and 
their unjust “ Boycot.” Just uow 
this little country is endeavoring in 
many ways to find a new market for 
their codfish exports, and thus aave 
their own people from the inevitable 
disastrous results that now menace 
their little nation. Alcoholism,
